All the latter have returned 
home, and been, for a great part, dis- 
charged or incorporated into the regular 
army, so that the army expenses have been 
reduced about one-half. If the install- 
ments of the indemnity are paid in the 
regular order a further reduction of the 
army of occupation may be expected to- 
ward the latter part of the fall. If no 
cessation of payments ensues the German 
force in France will number toward the 
end of next October only a little more 
than forty thousand men, and this reduc- 
tion will not only decrease the expenses of 
the French Government materially, but 
also remove a serious source of annoyance 
to Tite citizens of France.

The Republicans are very melancholy 
over the result of last Monday. They re- 
ally had a vague sort of hope that maybe 
the lightning might strike somewhere. But 
it did not, and they are disappointed. In 
this they show a lack of discernment as 
well as philosophy. There never was an 
hour in the canvass when HARLAN stood 
the ghost of a chance. This is one ex- 
planation of the popular apathy. The 
mock enthusiasm which some of the hot 
gospelers of the partisan press sought to 
get up was generally regarded as mere 
fudge and nonsense. The people knew 
very well that the Democratic ticket was 
safe for a majority ranging from fifteen to 
thirty thousand—quite enough, and even 
more than enough, for all useful disciplin- 
ary purposes. So, there being no particu- 
lar occasion to get into a fever about it, 
there was no excitement.

The New York Evening Post warns the 
authorities there to prepare the city for the 
coming of the cholera—which has already 
traveled as far westward as Poland and 
Prussia—and suggests the use of diluted 
carbolic acid as the cheapest and-most 
powerful disinfectant that isto be had. It 
has been used with the happiest results in 
London, Paris and Berlin, where it is sprin- 
kled upon the streets from the ordinary 
water-cart. It was amply tested, the Post 
tells us, and, first of all, in the European 
hospitals. It possesses many advantages 
over most other disinfectants of its class. 
It absorbs moisture from the atmosphere, 
and thus keeps the earth, when once 
sprinkled with it, moist for a lang time. 
It is perfectly harmless, also, to organic 
life, while it destroys every kind of decay- 
ing animal and vegetable matter. It is 
only within the last few weeks that it has 
been adopted in the low districts of Lon- 


don, and the result is evident already in the 


improved health and general appearance of 
the inhabitants residing there. There will 
be no longer, therefore, any excuse for an 
outbreak of epidemic disease, if this sim- 
ple preventive proves as effectual as many 
expect it to be. It is to be hoped that the 
city authorities of Louisville will give it a 
trial.
